2. AS not a remarkable Change made, in the 


Conttitution of the Parliament, in this 
Reign? 

“i. Yes; for before the forty-ninth of Henry III. 
the Parliaments confifted of the Archbifhops, Bithops, 
Abbots, Earls and Barons. Of thefe Barons there 
were two Sorts; the greater Bafors, or the King’s 
chief ‘Tenants, who held of him ix capite by Barony : 
And the /efir Barons, who held of the former by 
inilitary Service, iz capize. The firft had Summons 
to Parliament by feveral Writs; and the latter (7. ¢. 
a'l thofe who were pofleis’d of shirteen Knights Fees 
and a Quarter) had a general Summons from the 
Sheriff in each County. The Conftitution was on 
this Foot till the forty-ninth of Henry Hi. when, 
inflead of keeping the old Form, the prevailing 
Powers thought fit to fummon, net all, but fuch of 
the greater Barons as were of their Party. And in- 
ead of the lefler Barons, who came with large Re- 
tinues, they fent their Precepts tp the Sheriff in each 
County, to caufe tava Kvights in every Shire to be 
cholen; and one or two Buargefis for each Burgh, to 
reprefent the Body of the People, refiding in thofe 


Counties and Burghs.

EDWARD, /furnamed Long-Shanks, Twentye 
ninth King of England. 
Reigned from 1272 to 1307. 
2, HO fucceeded Henry III ? 
A. Edward, farnamed Long-/banks, his 
eldeit Son. 

2, Where was he when his Father died ? 

A. He was returning from Padefiine; and conti- 
nuing his Voyage, arrived happily in Sici/4y, where 
Charles of Anjou gave him a very honourable Recep- 
tion. It was at Mefina he heard of the Death of 
the King his Father. Edward pafs’d by Rome, in 
order to pay a Vifit to the new Pope, who was his 
intimate Friend. He afterwards took the Route of 
France, and paid Homage to Philip for Guienne ; 
whence, after fettling his Affairs there, he return’d in- 
to England, where he was crown’d, the 19th of Axu- 
guf, 12743 Alexander MII. King of Scots, fohn Duke 
of Bretagne, and all the Nobility of the Kingdom 
being prefent at this Solemnity. Hiftorians relate. 
thai, on this Occafion, five hundred Horfes were per- 
mitted to run loofe about the Country ; with Liberty

2, What were his firt Exploits? 

A. He declared War againtt Llewellyn Prince of 
Wales, for the latter's having rrefufed to ‘aft at the 
Ceremony of his Coronation ; and for defiring to be ex- 
culed the paying kim Homagz. 

2, What Succefs had he therein ? 

A. Llewellyn, though a brave and experienced 
Captain, was neverthelefs defeated ; difpotlet:'d of his 
flrong Holds ; and obliged to {ubimit to the Conque- 
vor, who received him with the utmo Humanity and 
Complaiiance. 

2. Did the Wel evjoy Peace for any Time ? 

No; David Brother of Liew: Ibyn, Was perpe- 
bially exciting his Brother to draw the Sword, in or- 
der to refcue himfelf from SubjeCtion ; upon which 
slewelln took up Arms to fliake off this heavy Yoke ; 
and afterwards made an set into the ‘Territories 
of the Engli/>, and defeated their Generals. 

®. What did King Edu wine do on this Occa- 
ffon ? 

He march’d into ’ah:, atthe Head of a nu- 
merousArmy. Liaed/yn having retired to a Moun- 
tainthat was almoft inacc Jible, came down there- 
trom, in order tofight the Englif, regardiefs of the 
Inequality of his Forces. This Prince was killed on 
the Spot, and his Army entirely routed. 
caufed his Head to be cut off, and to be fixed on 
the Jorver of London.

2. What became of Balio! ? 

A. Edavard feized him, and confined him in the 
Tower of London, where he remained V’rifoner ¢))! 
July 12993. when Edavard caufed the Crown and 
hy eat of Exgland, together with the famous Stone 
at Scone, to be brought into England ; after which he 
conquer’d all Sect lated, and made it a Province tg 
England; and, loading it with grievous ‘Taxat! Ons, 
left very trong Garrifons therein; “which, nevertheless 
could not fecure him the Conqueft of that Country, 

©, For what Reafon ? 

A. One William Wallace, a Soldier of Fortune, 
raifing a Body of Troops, diipoffefs’d the Buri ot 
feveral ftrong Holds; and gain’d fo much G! oy in 
that Nation that the prime Nobility foliowed his Stan- 
dard with Pleafure. He was even declared Regent 
of Scotlax ‘ by his Army. 

2, Did this continue for any Time? 

4. No; the Noblemen recolleSting, a litle after, 
that he was of lefs noble ExtraCion than they, they 
were for dividing the Command; atd carry’d their 
Diiputes to fuch a Eleight, that there was no, Poffibi- 
lity of reconciling them; though a vi itorious Army,

Baw ny thereupon recover’d all the ftrong Holds 
which Wallace had feized ; and reduced Scotlar 4 to 
fo deplorable a Condition, that he thought it w ould be 
impofiible for ever to thake of the £ Engli’b Yoke.

there was a Field of Wheat, where every Grain of 
the Seed, even thole that produced the leaf, put 
forth eight Stalks, every one of which had an Ear of 
at leaft half a Footlong. In fhort, fays he, there is 
no where to be feen more beautiful lorefts, or Forefls 
that produce ‘Timber more proper for the Building of 
Ships. And befides thefe Advantages, which are to 
be met with on the Surface, there are, it is faid, in 
the Bowels of this Peninfula, feveral Mines of Cop- 
per and of Coal; but as they have great Plenty of 
Wood for Firing, they have no Occafion to fearch er 
dig for the latter, and till the Country is fully inha- 
bited, they can make no Ufe of the former. 

‘Then as to that Sort ef Provifions which may be 
got without any Indufiry, no Country in the World 
abounds more than this. In their Forefts there is an 
infinite Number of wild Beafls, fuch as Beavers, Elks, 
Bears, Otters, and Hares; and of wild Fowl, fuch as 
Buftards, or wild Turkies, Partridges, Ducks, Teal, 
&c. and their Rivers fwarm with all Sorts of Freth- 
Water Fish, particularly Salmon and Trout; but 
what is of the greateit Confequence, is the rich 
Fifhery upon the Coaft, which abourds with Cod, 
Mackarel, Herrings, Pilchards, Sturgeon, and feveral 
other Sorts of Fifl:, befide a great Number of Sea 
Calves and Whales; and this Fifliery might be the 
more eafily carried on, becaufe the Coaft is full of na- 
tural Harbours, many of which are fit for receiving 
the largeft Vefiels, and might be eafily fortufied 

Nova Scotia has many Rivers, fome of them now 
navigated for a long Courfe by the Natives. Rut for 
Bays, Harbours, and convenient Creeks, it is inferiox 
to no Country in the known World. ‘The Cape 
Sable Shore, which lies next to the fifhing Banks, is 
peculiarly happy in this Refpeét. 

The Bay of Chebu&o, and the River that falls into 
it, bids fair in the Opinion of fome, to become in 
‘Time, the principal Port of Nova Scotia, and the Scat 
of its Metropolis. There is, over Land, good Com- 
munication by WheeleCarriaze with the Bay of AZi- 
nas, at prefent the chief Setthement of the French, 
with the Rivers of Cobaguid and Pifaguid, and the 
beft eafterly Parts of the Province. It is true, Anna- 
polis Royal lies upon a fine Bafon, and is more com- 
modious for large Inland Vent and Confumptien:

sured or hired L uckhurft, the Evidence, to fet Mr. 
larke’s Barns and Ricks on Fire; and whether he, 
though not guilty of the Fact as {worn by Luckhurtft 
on his Trial, did not know that the faid Barn and 
Ricks were to be fet on Fire that Night; and if he 
did not know the Perfon that did fet fire to the Barn 
and Ricks, and with what they did fet them on Fire. 
On thefe Queitions he feemed very much furprized 
and fled Tears; but refuled to give any Anfwer, ad- 
cing, that ke fhould fay to the lait he was innocent.

of the Po opulace : Soon after the Coach moved fron, 
the Goal, the Minifter began to read fuch Prayers to 
him, as was fuitable to the Occafion, but Collingte: 
gave little orno Heed to them; and though the M; 

nifter, his Father-in-law, and the other Perfon j in the 
Coach, during the Time of the Prayers, were un- 
covered, yet he fat with his Hat on. After the‘e 
Prayers were ended, the Minifter made ufe of the bed 
Arguments he could, to bring him to a due Sente cf 
his unhappy Condition, yet he could not Prevail up- 
on him to tay that he forgave his Enemies, or that 
he died in Charity with the World; and when the 
Coach came within a Quarter of a Mile of the Tree, 
Collington faid, in a feeming Hurry and Contufion, 
What a fed Thing it was, that the Mefenger was not 
come back! meaning the Man that was fent to Lond. 
with Letters to Dr. W alvin, as is before mentioned. 
Upon which the Minifter exhorted him very much to

made a publick Spectacle, which was readily com- 

hie ‘od with ; and the Minifter went out of the Coach, 

od having prayed with the other three Criminals in 
the Waggon about ten Minutes, returned again into 
the Coach, and prayed ijome confiderable Time wih 
Mr. Collington, at which Prayers Mr. Collington in 
deed pulled off his Hat, but did not join fo ferv ently 


as the other Perfons who were in the Coach. 
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Prayers being over, he was again prefs'd by the 
Minifter to die in Charity with all Mankind, and to 
forgive his Enemies, as being a necefiary Point to 
obtain Salvation ; but he refuted to make any Reply 
tofuch Advice, and teemed full of Revenge, by bi- 
ting his Lips. 

The Meffenger that was fent to London, being 
come back, and riding up to the Gallows, brought 
a Letter from Dr. Walvin, directed to the Clergy- 
man inthe Coach; and fome of the Multitude fee- 
ing a Letter inhis Hand, and thinking it was a Re- 
prieve, cry’d out aReprieve; at which Collington 
feemed much joyed, and faid ; Js the Reprieve come 
at laf? But the Meffenger coming to the Coach 
Door, to deliver the Letter to the Minifter, informed 
Mr Collington that there was no Reprieve for him, 
at which he feemed furprized, and faid, God he/p me 
then. Then the Minifter opened the Letter and 
read it to Mr. Collington, the Contents of which 
was, that he had waited on the Duke of Newcattle, 
but he was at Claremont ; that he then waited on 
Mr. Stone, Under Secretary to his Grace, and alfo 
on his Grace the Duke of Bedford, when he was in- 
formed that no Refpite could, on any Account, be 
ovtained for Mr. Collington, there having been In- 
terelt made againft him by the Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemen in the Country round where he lived. 

This ftartled Mr. Collington very much, who with 

a ieeming Malice and Revenge in his Countenance, 
faid, ‘ 1 know I was condemned and hanged before I 
‘came on my Trial.’ He then pulled off his Hat,

He was quite refigned to the Will of God, and the 
Law; and iome Endeavours of faving his Life hav- 
ing been made, though too late, of which when he 
was informed, he aniwered, .he was glad to die now, 
leaft he might in Time to come do the fame, or 
worfe, He profeffed to die in Peace with his Profe- 
cutrix, and with all the World, and defired to com- 
mit his Soul anto the Hands of his Saviour ‘fe/us 
Chrif. 

11, 12,13. Thomas Leavis, Thomas May, and Ben- 
jamin Campbel Hamilton, were tried on four Indit- 
ments, and all three found Guilty.

Thomas Leavis, aged 22, was born in the Parifh of 
‘St. Martin's in the Ficlds, of Parents in a very bad 
Station of Life, who died when he was young, and

When very 
young he committed fome Wickednefs, for Fear of 
Punithment for which he was glad to get off the 
Ground, and went to Sea. - He fays, he has been 
7 Years at Sea in the King’s and Merchant's Ser- 
vice, and came Home lat Aderch was 'l'welvemonth; 
when not having any Friends nor Parents to go (0, 
and being out of all Bufinefs, he was at a Lois what 
to do with his Time. With little Money to fpend, 
which burnt in his Pocket, he fell into bad Com- 
pany, and has been himfelf a bad and dangerous 
Man for along Time. 

A great Number of Robberies he had been cone 
cerned in, of fome of which we have an Account, 
but not near the Number he has had a Hand in com- 
mitting. He was in Cullody’ before February Se 


sions, 
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Gons, and admitted then an Evidence againft feveral 
otivers of his Accomplices, viz. Starter, who had his 
Sentence changed to Tranfportation, and Olufild, 
Bufoby and Rufil, who were executed in Merch laf. 
Having been the Means of convitling them, he was 
by Law entitted to it, and accordingly tet at Liverty. 
Alio. 

ln FAruary Sefions there was one Pesderyra/s in- 
disied for a Highway Robbery, and the Profecator 
fwore very pofiuvely tohim. .When he was put rp- 
gn his Defeuce, he defired Lewss might be called, 
who came into the Court, and {wore thet himielf, 
Stantem, and others, committed the fame Robbery, 
acd that Pexdergraj? was not inthe Company, upon 
wich he was acquitted. Tne World noi being very 
well satisfied as to this Matter, I was defired to en- 
quire pardcularly of Leaezs before his Death about it, 
waich d did feveral Times by myfelf, and in the 
Hearing of others, and’he always declared, as he was 
a dying Man, that the Caie was as above. He was 
no foone: tet at Liberty, but he returned to the old 
Trace, and cominitted Robberies that very Night, 
and fo contunued to do tillina fhort Time after he 
was taken again, ard committed to Newgate He 
was a-young Fellow of an undaunted Spirit, though 
when fome of his old Acquaintance came to take 
Leave of him, when he got mro the Cart at New- 
gate, he wept heartily, feemed penitent, and died 
reigned. 

iicmas May, aged 24, was born in the Parith of 
St. Gr/es’s, and lived with his Father, who was in 
good Credit and Reputation, and kept a Timber- Yard 
in Great Wild-Areet. He was avery indulgent Pa- 
rent to him, though he was always a wild and un- 
lucky Youth, and fcarce to be kept under any Re- 
ftraint. About nine Years ago he left his Father, who 
is ince dead, and went to live with a Gentleman, 
whote Stables were in the Neighbourhood. The 
Gentiexxan took a Fancy to him, feeing him a brifk, 
active Youth, and he liking the Terms of the Ser- 
vier, lived with him in Capacity of a Coachman, and 
to look after the Hories, 

For tour Years paft, hie faid, he had been an Hac'x- 
ney Coachman, but always had an Itch to loofe and 
duorderly Company, and has been acquainted with 
Lecess for fome ‘Time, had committed Robberiet ani 


omer Di‘crders with him before he was firft appre-’ 


hended, ard went tofee him for old Acquaintance 
sake when in Meav-Prifor, Clerkenavell, and there 
agrecd to return to their old Works as foon as he got 
tis Ditcharge. They met accordingly, and left not 
one another's Company tll they fled to Cover to hide 
themfelves from their Purfuers, but were in a fhort 
Time overcaken. Leavis being taken in Niavtoner’s 


Lane, they went after Afcy, and took him too in St. 
Giles’s, ata Houfe of ill Fame, the Creavn and An. kor, 
With the Profecutor’s Rings about him. 

He was a young Fellow of an undaunted, furl 
pofition, and not to be prevailed on by any Means, 
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gentle or rough, to do any Thing but what he 
thought proper. He faid, if he had lived longer, he 
was jure he fhould be mech worfe, and fink ceeperin 
tie Gulf of Woiciednefs; fo that he was not very 
forry for being overtaken now by fullice; what he 
had done he was to fu@er fur, and mo one bad ary 
Thing to do with a further in this World. He cid 
not deny being guilty of the four feveral Robberies 
he was inditted for latt Sefhons, hoped to be for- 
given of God, and profeiied to die in Charity with 
all the World. 

Benjamin C mpb.l Han tltow, aved 17, was born, 
as he faid, in the Parifh of St. Andrew, bicihorn; 
by this Name he was cailed, and inditted, but it is 
generally taid, and believed, that he was Son of firme, 
alias Har px, whowa: executedin Merch for picking 
the Pocket of General St Clair of a Gold Watch. 

He did not deny being concerned in the tour feveral 
Robberies for which tnere were Indidtments found 
lait Seffions againft him, and his Accomplices, but 
was filent as to any ‘Thing elle. Alter Cocvicuon 
he pretended to be ill, and confined himicl!! to bu 
Ce!l till the Warrant came down; fince which he 
came to Chapel, and teened to have Regard to 
Prayer; and whether it was owing to the Levity of 
his youthful Blood, or what elfe, I will not precerd to 
determine, at all other ‘limes, even ‘o his Death, he 
fhewed moft remarkable Signs of Hardineis and Un- 
concern; nor did it feem at all to be fore’d, but he 
talked to the Mob, and to his Fellow Sufferers in the 
Cart, with as much Eale and Unconcern, as a Man 
would do that was going to a Jubilee, and continued 
fo till within a few Minutes of his Death. 

This is all the Account, given inthe genuine Dying 
Speech, of thefe Thirteen Criminals.
